The application has been amended as follows: 

In the Abstract, p. 13, line 2, following "case" --for a miniature fuse- has been inserted. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

the allowability resides in the overall structure of the device as recited in sole 
independent claim 1, and at least in part, because claim recites: "a pair of first grooves, each of 
which has a semicircular cross section" and "the wall part of one of the first and second 
assembling members corresponds to a position of the second groove of the other assembling 
member". 

The aforementioned limitations in combination with all remaining limitations of claim 1, 
are believed to render the claim and all claims dependent therefrom patentable over the art of 
record. 

US/6,496,096 to Kondo et al. is believed to be the closest reference to the present 
invention, disclosed (Fig. 3) a miniature fuse comprising: a box-like case including a first 
and a second plastic assembling members (4a, 4b) having the same form and comprising 
protruding walls (21), wherein the wall of one assembly member being insertable in the 
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matching groove formed in another assembly member (Fig. 2), but did not disclose a pair of first 
grooves, each of which has a semicircular cross section, as required by claim 1 of the instant 
application. 

The Examiner has also cited the following pertinent to the present invention references: 
US/4224592, 4349804, 4394638, 4531806, 4604602, 4608548, 4670729, 4712081, 

6359543, 6452474, 6486766, 6542063, and EP/0899820 disclosed electrical fuses with housings 

of various types.
